Tueatek. — T he poorest thing to say of the even 
ing's entertainment is that there was a small au- 
dience, but we cannot help expressing our feelings 
in regard to the miserably small number of peo- 
ple who assembled last night to witness the splen- 
did lepresentation of King Lear — Shakspear’s 
great tragedy. It is a burning shame that our 
eitizeus should rush, pell mell, after humbug 
puppet shows, aud thus leave the fine dramatic 
genius of the YVallaeks to waste itself ou almost 
empty space. Out of our ten thousand readers 
why did not at least one thousand go to th* thea- 
ter last uight* We told them what to expect — 
that King Lear was Shakspear’s greatest tragedy 
aud Wallace’s greatest personation; that the cast 
was excellent, and that an opportunity of seeing 
the play so worthily performed was very rare, aud 
should be taken advantage of. Well, well ; those 
who did not see the piece last uight should read it, 
uud quote upou themselves some of the fool's 
wit. 

Aside from the character of Lear, which over- 
powered everything else, there were others which 
were well done. Keehle’s Edgir was finely sus* 
t-uued. Mr. Lorton’s Kent wus very good. Miss 
Ida \ ernon’s Cordelia, though the part was short, 
wag a personation which any one might admire- 
She looked the character, and her voice, “ever 
soft and low, a most excellent thing in woujau," 
suited well the old KiDg’s eulogy. 

To uight they perform “Guy Maanenng" to be 
follow od by the laughable farce of “Mv Aunt.” 



Arctic Panorama. — There is no question that, 
as a work of art, this panorama is equal to anv" 
thing of the kind ever exhibited, while as an il- 
lustriuiou ot one of the most intensely absorbing 
works ever published, it commands more interest 
than any other work of art that has visited this 
city. It is a tuithful representation of that mys- 
tic region of which we have heard so much, but 
really know so little — that land of fearful romance, 
where in mysterious solitude bleach the bones of 
Sir John krankliu and Lis adventurous crew,— 
From the first movement of the panorama until 
the last melancholy scene, the attention of the 
spectator is absorbed and riveted, while so plain 
palpable and life-like are the pictured scenes, 
that to those at all versed in the history of the 
arctic voyagers, the e\e recognizes each object of 
interest like unto an old remembered spot, ft 
will remain at Mozart Ilall only this week. No 
one should omit paying it a visit.

Tue Bocldbrixq or Preston Street. — W e sea 
a joint resolution providing for the bouldering of 
Preston street, to the end of the city limits, has 
pnssod one board of the City Council. It is re- 
cognized as a positive necessity, and we presume 
there will be no oposition to its passage in the 
other board. The fact is, Preston street is one of 
the great thoroughfares leading to the city, and 
in winter it is almost impassable. Members of 
the Council are aware of it, and on this we pre' 
ilicate the opinion that at least no sericus objec- 
aon will be made to the passage of the resolution 
in the other board. It is to be hoped, loo, that 
the contractor will be required to finish the work 
at the earliest possible moment. 

Wondf.rfil Tblecxapoic Feat. — On Suturdav 
night, the lines of the Union Telegraph Compaoy, 
Cincinnati, were working direct from .New York 
to Leaienworth City, Kansas Territory, a distance 
of about eighteen hundred miles, and thd wires 
“switched” together in such a war, that the cor- 
respondence between the cities named was re- 
ceived simultaneously by Philadelphia, Pitlts- 
burgli, Cincinnati, Louisville, St. Louie, C'leve" 
land, liutUlo, Chicago, Milwaukie and Prairie du 
Chien. The fact cannot be contemplated without 
emotions of uwe. It is one of these startling 
achivements of science, before which the “wonders 
of the world” in othei centuries seem trivial. 

Cars off the Trace.— Two passenger cars were 
thrown from the track ou the Covington and 
Lexington Railroad Saturday morning last, by 
the aC'-idental breaking of on« of the rails. The 
inmates were thrown together by the sudden col- 
lision of the two cars, but all escape! without in- 
jury — save a lew scratches and bruises. The ac- 
cident occurred three miles Iroui Lexington, aud 
at a period when the train had reached its ulti- 
matum of speed. The fact of the passeugers es- 
caping unhurt, is, considering the circumstances, 
almost a miracle.

Special Dispatches. 

The b II purporting to abolish the franking 
privilege, which was reported from the Uou3e 
Postal Committee a tew days ago, proposes to de- 
prive Congressmen of the privilege, giving each 
member a hundred dollars per annum in stamps 
as an ott’set; but it relains the privilege for the 
President, Ex-Presidents, Presidents’ widows, 
Post Master General and Deputies, Auditor and 
Chief Clerk, and for those Post Masters whose 
an i) u il pay is less than two hundred dollais. The 
bill also deprives newspapers ot the privilege they 
now enjoy of having exchanges and their county 
circnlition free. 

The Washington correspondent of the New 
York Times says: The Mexican mail which ar- 
rived here to-day, brings nothing of novel inter- 
est. According to the dispatches the Liberals are 
firm in maintaining their organization. It is 
thought that the next steamer will, in all proba- 
bility, bring intelligence upon which the Gov- 
ernment of the United States will base its decision 
as to the recognition of the JJuarez Government. 

Judge Douglas’ party last night was an im- 
mense affair. At "least fifty Southern members 
and Senators, with their families, attended. 

The Washington correspondent of the New 
York Tribune says tha Military Committee have 
had the Mexican Protectorate under considera- 
tion, and have decided that it is inexpedient to 
attempt anything of the sort. 

Notwithstanding [the efforts of tillibusters.ar.d 
eoemies of the Administration to induce the 
belief that the English Government is endeavor- 
ing to over reach us in Central America, the Ad- 
ministration is satisfied that Sir Gore Ousley 
is acting in good faith, and that in a brief 
period toe whole questiou will be satisfactorily 
adjusted by the withdrawal of all semblance of 
protectorates, either in the Mosquito country or 
the Belize. 

Stal’xton, Ya., Friday -Ian. 23.— The case of 
Geo. E. Deneale, Suite Senator from the county 
of Rockingham, charged with obtaining money 
from a bank in this place ou false pretences, was 
submitted to the Court this morning. The 
cours-el declined to argue the case, when the 
prisoner was acquitted without! he slightest hesi- 
tation on the part of the Court. 

Affray at the Breakfast Table— Coptuk ajcd 
Pistols all Rocnd. — We have refraiued from no- 
ticing the affray which occurred at the Augusta 
Hotel, oa the morning of the 25th, in pari from 
motives of delicacy, and in part from the difficul- 
ty of getting a correct version from the numerous 
conflicting rumors in reference to it. 

It appears from the testimony before the magis- 
trate- at the examination on Saturday, that Mr. 
Parish was seated at the breakfast table when Mr. 
and Mrs. Bigg* came iu to their usual seats, a few 
feet from him, Biggs then went up to Parish, aud 
ordered him to leave the table. He repeated the 
order, when Parish arose, and a scuffle ensued. — 
Persons interfered and got then separated, when 
Biggs drew a pistol and fired twice at Parish. Par- 
ish then firerf twice as he retreated toward the door. 

Some of the witnesses testify that each tired 
from behind, or through the half-shut door. — 
There is a little discrepancy in the version of dif- 
ferent witnesses as to the latter part of the melee, 
owing to the confusion, but all agree as to the 
first two shots of each. The shots were most ran- 
dom end reckless, aud caused great consternation 
In the dining room. Home rushed out of the 
room — some went under the table, and some stood 
watching to dodge the range of the pistols. Some 
of the ladies were taken to their rooms in a faint- 
ing coadition. Balls went across the table, break- 
ing dishes, and penetrating the wall just behind 
chairs occup ed a moment before. It seems truly 
providential that no innocent persons were hit. — 
Mr. Parish received a painful but not dangerous 
shot in the arm. A hall passed through the coat 
sleeve of Mr. Biggs. 

Mr. Wheeloch promptly ejected all parties con- 
nected with this unfortunate affair from the hotel. 

On Saturday the examination of Mr. Biggs was 
commenced before Justice Sheron, l’billip 0 , 
and l’icquet, in the office of the latter, but the 
crowd was so great that they adjourned to a room 
in the court house, which was crowded until 8 
o’clock, when the case was adjourned over until 
this morning at 11 o’clock. The testimony in 
reference to the cause of the affray is so racy and 
novel that we have secured u report of it up to the 
close on Saturday night, and publish it iu another 
place. It will be continued until the examina- 
tion is concluded. 

All the testimony as to the nffrav ‘‘down stairs” 
is interesting, but the account of the origin— the 
alleged attention to the wife of defendant— her 
communicating it to her husband, and their plan 
to entrap the unwary bird, with the conflicting 
evidence as to the denouement, constitute a littte 
episode in the monotony of life, that we must bo 
indulged in recording . — Augusta (Ga.) Dispatch. 
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py The injustice of imprisoning witnesses is 
illustrated in the following case : A man commit 
ted a crime in a Western city. His daughter was 
a witness of the fact. She was arrested and held 
to testify. For one year she was under arreat, 
and daring that time, by a course of treatment, 
ths fiendishness of which is beyond conception, 
she became the victim first of the' lust of the keep 
er, then of other officers of the jail. She went 
into prison a pure girl , she left it a poisoned and 
degraded outcast.

The State of Europe-Bnmora of War. 

Europe, the smallest of the tire grand di- 
visions of the globe has always had more to 
do with the sword than ail the rest of the world 
beside. The god of battle has been the prin- 
cipal of the deities there worshipped from 
time immemorial. Sacha thing as real and per- 
manent peace has not beeu known within the en- 
tite 8,872 miles of territory embraced between 
Cape St Vincent in Portugal, and the Ural Moun- 
uint in Russia, and the 2,400 between Cape Nord 
kin m Fin mark and Cape Matapan in the Morea, 
trout the first settlements there thousands of years 
ago, d jwn to the present time. Wars and rumors 
of ware have ever reigned within this center of 
the worlds cirililieation. The doors of the tem 
pie of Janus have never been firmly barred, and 
the Jro*« ainy Mars has never laid aside his armor 

At this moment there are apprehensions of a 
general clashing of the power* that there exist — 
The Empires, the Kingdoms, the Ecdesiasticttes, 
;be Electorates, the Grand Duchies, the Duchies, 
the Eanduravat-s, the Lordships, the Principali- 
ties, the Republics, find the free cities there, are 
now in a feverish state of excitement. There is 
no telling what a day may bring forth, and trouble 
is seated upon many a royal brow, 

Tire preseat troublous times have been pro 
iuced by the insulting remarks of the Emperor of 
France to the Austriau Minister. It is generally 
uadersiood that Napoleon III does not like the 
movements of Francis Joseph, in Italy. In lc49. 
the Frerch Emperor bombarded Borne and re- 
stored the Pope to his temporal throne Erer 
sin- e that erenl. the troops of France have occu 
pied the Eternal City tuid held Civita Viecliea. 
His Holiness is get tiug a little weary, no doubt, 
of his Gallic protector, and has recently been 
very obd urate to appeals and threats. It Las all 
at once come into the mind of Napoleon that bis 
Holiness ha* the promise of the protection of 
Francis Joseph iu any event. Angry at being 
thus tin arted iu whatever d“sigus he may have 
had upon Italy, jealous of the power of Austria, 
and anxious to find active employment for the 
in ui muring t>o ),000 soldiers who hold the imperial 
diadem upon his head, it is not wonderful that 
he should have snubbed the Austriau Minister in 
a way to recall the ad dress of the first Emperor of 
France to Lord Whitworth, just before the breaeh 
of the peace of Amiens. 

Hence the war clouds that now overspread the 
sky of Euiope. Austrian troops are fr.st pour- 
ing into Italy. Francis Joseph has uow more 
than l. r .u f 0’.'*i fighting men concentrate! in his 
Italian dominion, and is still gathering others 
there He has fortified Peschiera, Mania a. and 
Wrona, and strengthened his garrisons in all the 
Roman legations. And, in addition to the*e bellige- 
rent movements, the Arch Duke Maximilian, the 
v:ceroy of Italy, has sent his family to Trieste 
and arranged h:s palace tj resist an insurrec- 
tion. 

On the oiher ride, Napoleon is making gigantic 
addition* to liis mammoth military power, pro- 
moting a marriage between nis counsin Prince 
Napoleon and the daughter of Vic tor Emanuel, 
and encouraging Sardinia to avenge the defeat of 
Novara. The Sardinian king replies that he has 
120,000 brave troops ready to obey the will of 
heaven, and proclaims that he is not insensible to 
the cries of the oppressed Italians who groan un- 
der the Austrian yoke. 

It is plain, therefore, that if war begins, the 
troops of Austria, Italy, Sardinia, and France 
will be engaged iu it. Napoleon and Francis 
Joseph will strike for dominion in Italy. Their 
armies w»il occupy the Peninsular, so famous on 
the field of battle, from the snowy summits of the 
Alps to the ‘•traigf.ts of Messina. There will be 
such an army of soldiers, and such a clash of 
arms, and such a struggle tor empire, as have not 
been known since the days of the Ctcsars. 

In such an event it is not likely that all the 
other powers of Europe will he silent. Upon 
Austria border Tuikey, Russia, and Prussia, 
while the neighbors of France are the German 
Confederation, Belgium, Eugland and Spain. If 
toe oppressed Italians rise against their Austriau 
rulers, Hungary will not be quiet. Nor will the 
Sclavonic races, uuJer the dominion of Russia 
and Turkey, fail to catch the spark of liberty. 
As for restless Poland, she will not be expected 
to remain tranquil in such a sea of disturbance; 
nod of course the German Liberals in such a me- 
lee a ill make Republican speeches, draft constitu- 
tions, and chant with stentorian lungs the stir- 
ring “Fatherland.” England, probably, would 
neither like to assist Austria or France in secu- 
ring the dominion of Italy; and Russia, notlikiDg 
any of the combatants too well, might leave them 
all to their fate, unless the voice of liberty should 
nog so clear from amid the general din, as to dis- 
turb the authority of the Czar in his vast domain. 

In any event, the aspect of things in Europe] is 
very favorable at this time for the acquisition of 
Cuba by the United States without any intermed- 
dling of transatlantic powers. Napoleon has as 
much as he can attend to at home, and he is the 
only monarch who would be likely to put bad no- 
tions into the mind of the Queen of Spain. If all 
bands in Europe will attend to their own fighting 
at heme, and leave us to manifest destiny on this 
side of the great waters, things will turn out just 
as they should. Any how, it looks to us verv much 
like the present state of Europe does not war- 
rant any of the powers there to be suggesting to 
Spain, who has again and again received offers 
and sold territory on this continent, that it would 
be an insult for ns to offer her a fair consideration 
for Cuba. These easily insulted powers hare 
enough of their own matters to attend to at this 
tunc, and the sooner they make up their minds to 
the fact that the stars and stripes must ultimately 
float over Cuba, and such portions of Mexico and 
Central America as we want for our constantly 
swelling population, the better. Of course tbe 
United Btaves intend to have Cuba, and tbe get- 
ting of it is only a question of time and manner. 

But if Europe should get into a general war 
about the Italian question, and the United States 
should have to come into the arena in conse- 
quence of the acquisition of Cuba, there would be 
such fighting as has not been known since the 
French Bevolution. Tbe land and the sea would 
be full of war, but it requires no prophet to fore 
tell the result. While the thrones of Europe 
would knock against one another, and totter and 
fall; while one power would swallow up another, 
and change the political geography of the olden 
world, the United States would pursue her mani- 
fest destiny, whip ont everything that came in her 
way, and take possession of enough of tbs terri- 
tory of her contestants to nay for tbs powder 
burnt, the balls spent, and tbe time lost in win 
■ing s game long since decided in our furor by 
manifest destiny.

Cuba— What the Creoles Think— Invalids not 
Benefitted 

This extract from an Havana letter to the i*t 
Louis Republican contains matters o( interest : 

I suppose you have heard a great deal about tbe 
excitement caused by the reception of the Presi 
dent’s message in Cuba. Having traveled over a 
considerable portion of the Island since its recep- 
tion, and having coversed with many of the people 
on the subject, I feel able to give you a true state- 
ment cf the feelings of the people on tbe subject. 
WbeD the message was first received in Havana, 
it create 1 a furor of excitement, and that excite 
ment has continued to spread over the entire 
length and breadth of this ever faithful isle. The 
Spaniards, as might have been expected, were iu- 
diguant at it, but the Creoles welcomed it with 
enthusiastic joy. and looked upon it as the fore- 
runner of their deliverance from the yoke of Span- 
ish tyranny. The officials in Hsvaua drew up a 
petition to the Queeu praying her uot to sell the 
island to the United States; and this petition has 
been sent all over the island for signatures. — 
Any one refusing to sign the petition is cast into 
prison. Many Creoles hare told me that they had 
to sign it, but that they wished the island to be 
annexed to the United States immediately. I 
know that a large majority of the Creoles d’esire 
to be under the United States government — they 
say it would improve the commerce of the island, 
their children would be educated, their lauds 
greatly enhanced in value, and they would be- 
come a better and a happier people. I see by the 
United State* papers tJk of a Cuban revolution/ 
This is entirely unfoutided, as there are not the 
slightest signs of a revolution here. The Cubans 
will not revolt. They are not brave men; they 
will never act for themselves. Your readers may 
rrly upon one thing as certaiu, and that is, there 
is not a single sign cn this island to indicate a 
revolution. But the Creoles of this island do most 
earnestly desire that the island be annexed to the 
United States 

A few words relative to invalids coming to 
Cuba for their health: I speak from dear bought 
experience, aud I hope that some invalid may be 
deterred from coming here by the publication of 
this letter. If so, I shall have performed at least 
one act of humanity in my life. Invalids, do not 
come to Cuba for your health. How many con- 
sumptives have hid adieu to their native land and 
have never returned? In Cuba you can have no 
comforts; the hoteis are miserable things. You 
have to sleep on a strip of canvas; you get vour 
breakfast at ten o’clock, and your dinner at four. 
This alone is enough to kill an invalid. If you 
are sick and coufined to your room, they do not 
go near you, more than if you had the plague. 
'Till the attendance you would get would be two 
visits a dav from a nigger, who can’t speak a 
word of English, and whoso sympathies 
could not be aroused by the most heart- 
rending scenes. If you die on this 
island it will cast your * friends $i!0o before 
your remains can be taken away. If you die 
poor and the above expenses are not paid, your 
rein ains are taken in the public dead-cart, and 
your body is pitched into a ditch among tbe re- 
mains of paupers and thu«e who have been exe- 
cuted. The $6o0 is made up as follows: coffin, 
?17. r >; embalming, fioO; church tax, #72; hotel for 
bedding, about ifio. Government tax, undertak- 
er’s fee, etc., etc., all of these bills must be paid 
before the Government will allow tbe remains to 
leave the island. 

There are few persons with diseased lungs who 
are benefitted by coining to Cuba. I have not 
seen one who has derived any material benefit, 
and the expenses here are most exorbitant. The 
comforts of life are not to be bad on the islaud 
for love or money. Maving given thejslanda fair 
trial tuvself, I intend leaving in a few davs for 
Texas or Florida.

— Major Dodge, just ieturned 
from Pyramid Lake, reports the weather intense- 
ly cold, and great suffering among the Indians for 
want of food and clothing. Fifteen Indians, who 
had stolen some hoises, were killed by a party of 
whites in Eden Valley, Dec. SOtb. Maj. Johnson, 
with a detachment of the 6th infantry, was en 
route for that country to look after^ the Indians. 

Tbe Supreme Court decided that the Legisla- 
ture has power to tax mining claims; also that 
the law prohibiting the immigration of Chinese 
is constitutional. 

Parties in California are maturing a proposi- 
tion to transport the entire letter and newspaper 
mail overland in 20 days withiu the limits of the 
United States, asking no extension for failure to 
transport within a given time, and no special pro- 
tection against Indians. 

That portion of the President's message treat- 
ing of Kansas was not favorably received in Or 
egon on the ground that Buchanan's policy would 
retard the admission of that Territory into the 
Union. 

Tbe Legislature of Washington Territory bus 
passed resolutions instructing the ir delegates in 
Congress to urge the necessity of establishing 
a line of military posts from Waila Walla via 
South Pass to the Missouri river. 

Passengers report the Gila mines almost 
deserted. 

The Mexican boundary commissioners at Fort 
Fillmore are about starting to resume opera- 
tions. 

The Indians had again obstructed the road 
with rocks ut Devil's Canon. 

Copious rains bad fallen at Sierra Gueco, sup- 
plying the company with sutlicient wuter for the 
whole season. 

The Catnaaches Lad stolen eleven mules from 
the Delaware Springs and fifty hoises from 
Phantom Hil*. Most of the latter belonged to 
settlers. 

A detachment of caveliy under Capl. Palmer 
left Fort Smith for Fort Arbuckle. 

The coach was delayed twenty-six hours, nisk 
itig the running time less than twenty-three days. 

From Boston. 

Boston, Feb. 7. — Dates from Port au Prince 
have been received to the I6th ult. The revolu- 
tion has been extended to all parts of the empire. 
There had been severe fighting at St. Marc, both 
at sea und inland, with considerable loss of life. 
The Emperor Soulouque had been compelled to 
retreat with his forces. In the naval engagement 
off St. Marc, six ships and the admiral’s vessel 
were badly damaged. The whole imperial fleet 
hud returned to Port au Prince. 

Reinforcements were joining Gen. Jeffr.ird from 
all points, and it was believed that the Emperor 
would he unable to force lus way back to the capi 
tal. The city was b-’ing sarronnJed by Republi- 
can forces. The Emperor’s slock of collte had 
been all seized and sold at auction. 

The city of Port au Priuce was under arms, and 
uo mails were allowed to leave. 



Boston, Feb. 6.— Bussell’s mechanical bakery in 
Commercial street was destroyed by fire this 
morning. The falling walls destroyed two or 
three adjoining buildings, and Daniel Henderson, 
a fireman, was killed. Oapt. Wilson, of the steam 
fire engine, was seriously injured. Several other 
firemen were injured and one missing, supposed 
to he under the ruins. Loss estimated at 
0O>»; a portion covered by insurance. The tire i* 
attributed to incendiarism. The bakery onlr 
commenced operations on Thursday last. Twen- 
ty three thousand barrels ot flour were destroyed. 
Sew buildings will be erected. 

The Adams Express Bobbery 

Montgomery. Ala., Feb. 7. — The examination 
in relation to the recent theft of $40,000 from the 
car belonging to the Adams Express commenced 
on Fi iday, und is still progressing. W. M. irony, 
the express agent at this place, is charged witL 
the robbery. There are uble counsels employed 
on both sides. 

Convicted of Murder, 

Chicago, Feb. 7.— Henry Jumpertz, who lias 
been on trial the last ten days for the murder ol 
Sophia Werner, whose remains were found in a 
barrel, iu Hudson River Depot, about a ye.u 
since, has been convicted of murder. Counsel 
made application for a new trial.

Washington. Feb. 7. — Dispatches from Mont 
gomery, Alabama, Charleston, S C., and Lynch 
burg, Yu. .‘represent this morning as clear and cold. 
Tbe weather here is also delightfully clear, and the 
temperature cold.
